‘The Sultan 
wishes, however, he had some boring utensils 
and an experienced mincr to enable him to 
decided whether it would be worth working under 
the peculiar. circumstances above’ mentioned, 
Numbers of Chinese are scttled.in this district, 
and the population is annually increasing. 

: About three days’ journcy up the Pongolesiver 
lies the district of Songo, with a population of:

The population is chiefly employed on the rich 
mines of gold in the ricighbourhood, which is 
‘particularly pure and abundant ;" but the mines 
are not wrought with the same industry as those 
under Chinese management.

About 2 days’ journey futher up, li¢ another 
gold district, called Santam, the inhabitants of 
which are also Dayérs. Beyond Santam, and 
higher up on the same river, lics the town Suka- 
‘dow, abounding in gold, the inhabitants of which 
are also Dayers. ne 

Matan belongsto a rajah of that name; he had’ 
the 'title of rajah of Sukadana until driven out of 
the latter place by’ the Dutch, seventeen years 
a There are ten thousand Dayera in this 
district, and a few Chinese and Malays, The 
mines of go'd'are abundant,. and capable of be- 
coming highly productive, as well as the mines 
of iron and unwrought tin, but the Sultan is 
much addicted to the use of opium, and hence 
neglects a valuable country, capable, under bet- 
ter management, of becoming the most valuable 
district in all Borneo, 

About three days’ journcy from Pontianak 
lies the celebrated island of Landa, which, after 
Golconda, is the most valuable diamond minc. 
There are at least thirty’ thousand pcople, prin- 
cipally Dayers, employed. in the mines and 
agriculture ; it belongs to a Malay prince raised 
to that musnud twenty-five yeard ago by the 
Dutch, through the.agency of the present Sultan 
of Pontianak. Here also much gold is produced, 
and more might be under proper managemen’, 

There is a very valuable gold mine in 
North of Borneo at a place called Tampasuk, 
situated In the district ceded: to the English by 
the Sultan of Sulu, but having ‘become the prin- 
cipal pirate port on the coast, the working of the 
mines has been discontinued. es 
The whole production of the gold mines in, 
Sukadana Is said to be annually about 20 piculs, 
or a million of dollars, at twenty-five dollars a 


bunkal; but no calculation of this sort can 


possibly be correct. Living as the Chinese dp, 
under the rapacity of despotic and ferocious 
freebooters who ate actuated by no principle 
of horior, justice, or good faith, it is their interest 
to conceal the riches they amass, not: only. to 
preserve themselves from the clutches ‘of these 
tyrants, but asthe most compact substance to 
transport-to their native shores, to which they 
repair with the fruits of their industry by. the, 
annual junks that arrived at Pontianak, leaving 
the mines to new settlers; from two to three 
hundred leave Pontianak every year, 

The standard of Slakow gold at Pontianak is 
affixed .at 33 Spanish dollars the bunkal, of 2 
dollars weight. The Songo and Laurat is $25 to 
the sald bunkil, ' 

Not having had'an opportunity of inspecting 
any of the gold mines personally, I know not if 
the ores readily melt of themselves, or whether 
they require the aid of any fluxes’ before they 
ylefd the metall; but I believe the principal at- 
tention of the miners is directed to the rich veins 
of pure native gold, and that no operation is per- 
formed beyond that of pulverising, and simple 
washing ; all.the gold about Pontianak being in 
dust, though some‘I have met with in Bornco 
proper, was yun {nto bars, About Landak, where 
the diamonds are found, the whole of the stratum 
is observed to be a clay of a red burnt appearance, 
nearly tothe same sepree as thatof burnt bricks, 
which gives to the rivers hcreabouts.a peculiar 
tinge.. Whether this has. been formed by the 
action of subterrancous fires, or is the eff.ct of 
voleances or earthquakes, 1 cannot decide ; the 
latter are said to be frequently felt at Pontianak 
and at Sambas, and the former are said to exist 
in the central mountains of Borneo. - 

The' most remarkable circumstance connected 
with Mattan is that the rajah possesses the finest 
and largest diamond in the world,. which has 
hitherto been discovered. This diamond, which 
{s-said to _be, of the. finest_ water, weighs. 367. 
carats, , The celebrated Pitt diamond weighs 
only 127 carats. The Mattan diamond is shaped 
like an egg, with an indented hollow near the 
‘smaller end, It was discovered at Landak about 
ra years'ago, and though. the possession of it 

ias occasioned numerous wars, it has been 
about 80 years in the possession of the Mattan 
family. Many years ago, the Governor 
of' Batavia, sent a Mr. Stuvart to ascertain 
the weight, quality, and value of this 
diamond, and to endeavour to purchase it, 
and in this mission be was accompanied by 
the present Sultan of Pontianak. After examin- 
ing It, Mr. Stuvart ¢ffered 150,000 dollars for 
the diamond, the sum to which he was limited 
and in addition to this sum two,war brigs, with 
their guns and ammunition, ‘together with a 


‘certaln number of great guns, and a quantity of }- 


powder and shot. The rajab, however, refused
